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ZAIRE BREAKS 
WITH ISRAEL 


UNITED NATIONS. — President 
Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire told 
the General Assembly yesterday that 
his country has broken diplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

The move made Zaire the eighth 
African country to break relations 
with Israel since 1967. 

In a statement greeted by pro- 
longed applause, President Mobutu 
said Zaire would not re-establish 
relations until Egypt and other Arab 
countries recover the territories they 
lost in the Six Day War. 

Mobutu, who as a Congolese co- 
Jonel underwent paratroop training 
in Israel in 1963, told the Assembly 
that Zaire had had to choose be- 
tween “a friendly country — Israel 
—and ἃ brother country — Egypt.” 
Between the two, he added, “the 
choice was clear.” 

President Mobutu preceded his an- 
nouncement with a stinging attack 
on white minority governments in 
Southern Africa. During this he said, 
“I cannot but be at the 
visit which the Minister of the In- 
terior and Information of the South 
African racist country, Dr. Connie 
Mulder, just made to Israel. Thia 
visit leaves a lot of thought behind 
concerning the orientation of the 
African policy of Israel.”

Thieves broke into the 
church here, burial place of the 
Bard, and tore down a monument 
to the greatest playwright of them 
all They were belleved to be search. 
ing for the manuscript of an un- 
published play that an American 
researcher claimed was hidden there. 

But the mystery of the supposed 
play and the location of the original 
Manuscripts of his works that lit- 
erary experts have quested after for 
centuries remained unsolved.

Soviet TU22 bombers in Iraq 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Defence 
Department officials confirmed on 
‘Wednesday the Soviet Union has 
gent a dozen or 80 sophisticated 
TU22 Blinder supersonic jet bomb- 
ers to Jrag — and that mystery 
surrounded their presence there.

Psychiatric punishment increased 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The use of 
Soviet psychiatric methods against 
political dissenters is on the in- 
crease, according to dissident nuc- 
lear physicist Andrei Sakharov’s hu- 
man rights group. 

The group on Wednesday called 
on foreign psychiatrists to insist on 
investigating “the continued use in 
our country of psychiatric establish- 
ments for political 


purposes.” 
The appeal, signed by Sakharov F:

The 
letter admitted that seemingly sane 
persons are obliged to undergo for- 
cible psychiatric treatment, but said 
they actually are mentally ill

ans Several foreign specialists 
have promised to raise at the meet- 
ing the issue of dissenters confined 
to mental wards. 

“The committee points out that 
people made answerable for their 
persuasions are again frequently, 
and in even increasing numbers than 
before, diagnosed as mentally sick 
and sent for forced treatment to 
special (prison) hospitals,” the Sa- 

kharov appeal said. 

It said the group had at its dis- 
posal documentary evidence of the 
use of psychiatric methods to quell 
dissenters.

“But I could afford the luxury 
of sending only five to six people 
to Hawaii. So the rest of the people 
had to be local,” Freeman said. 
“Most of the time we were working 
with actors who'd never seen 8 
movie camera before, let alone 
worked with a star like Jack Lord. 
Sometimes it was overwhelming for 
them.” 


Freeman said he got a cold re- 
ception when he first proposed mak- 
ing the series there. 

But the show, which is seen 
around the world, has now become 
a free commercial for the islands. 
Freeman seid research has shown 
that one out of three visitors said 
they got the idea from seeing the 
seenery of “Hawaii Five-0."

Science Writers Seminar recently 
held in ‘Israel. M. Sidet is a senior 
Common Market official in charge 
of disseminating information on 
aclence, research, ecology, energy 
and industry. Over two years ago, 
he was instrumental in setting up the 
European Union of Scientific Jour- 
nalists’ Associations. At first it 
consisted of five of the six countries 
of the Common Market (Luxem- 
bourg could not produce one science 
writer), but later was broadened to 
include three more European coun- 
tries; the United Kingdom (which 
later joined the Common Market), 
Austria and Spain. Contact has also 
been made with three other Huro- 
pean countries — Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, and the USSR — on the 
possibilities of their joining. (Mem- 
bership is for national associations, 
ahd not for individuals.) 

So far, the Science Writera Sec- 
tion (which has 15 members) of the 
Israel Journalists Association is the 
first non-European group to apply 
for membership, and the application, 
M. Sidet says, is being favourably 
considered. But, he adds, since the 
Union is limited to European coun- 
tries, and since Israel is in Asia, 
“full membership” cannot be grant- 
ed without changing the basic char- 
ter of the Union. Nevertheless, he 
believes that Israel's affiliation, 
which must be formally discussed 
and approved by the Union's eight- 
man Bureau, will be such that ex-

Israel and the Union countries will 
be established, with a free flow of 
information and a helping band ex- 
tended to visiting journalists. 

Since its foundation,, the Union 
Members have | arranged several 
short trips, of about three days, to 
each one of the Union member 
countries. 

This is the first time that Union 
Members have: left Europe as a 
group, and the first time they have 
made such a long visit — they 
spent 10 days in Israel. 

Moreover, most of the visiting 
science writers are here for the 
first time, and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them are non-Jewish. ᾿ 
‘They.come from eight countries 
— Austria, Belgium, England, 
France, Germany, Holland, Italy and 


Spain and represent such influential Εἰ 


Media as the Agence France Press, 


the “Frankfurter Allgemeine Zei- 
tung,” “France Soir." “Corriere della 
Sera," “De Telegraaf,” and other 


European newspapers, as well as 
the leading radio and TV metworks, 
such as the BBC. (Mr. Philip Daly 
of the BBC received information 
during his visit here that the BBC 
has won the “Italian Prize” for its 
documentary on making a film on 
natural science.) 

The importance attached to the 
visit here can- be gauged by two 
facts. The first is that the Israeli 
sponsoring bodies of the seminar 
are the Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science in Israel; the Israel 
National Council for Research and 
Development; five institutions of 
higher learning (Weizmann Insti- 
tute, the Hebrew University, the 
Technion, University of the Negev, 
and Tel Aviv University), and "“Ma- 
da,” a science monthly published in 
Hebrew in Jerusalem. 

The second fact is that President 
Efraim Katzir, who was famillar 
to. most of the 80 visitors, at Jeast 
by name, from his scientific acti- 
vities in past years, invited them to 
Beit Hanassi fora reception and din- 
ner, And after the dinner he threw 
himself open to a barrage of ques- 
tions.

in science continued, at least as a 
hobby? 

Anewer: Well, science hag always 
heen a hobby of mine -— at least 
that is what they told me at the 
Weizmann Institute every month 
when I picked up ‘my pay cheque. 

As for his duties as President, he 
admitted that they were mostly ce- 
remonial —- and even the late Pre- 
sident Weizmann, the first president 
of the State had once told him: 
“All I do is stand around and sym- 
bolize, symbolize, symbolize.” 

President Katzir liked most of his 
new duties especially meeting 
ambassadors and visitors from for- 
eign lands; but the most difficult 
part of his job was the fact that 
“every other Israeli is writing a book 
and soon ag the books are published 
they present me with a copy — 
and even expect me to read them 
and make comments on them.” 

The President made a lasting im- 
pression on the visitors — as sev- 
eral of them said afterwards — 
for his frankness, directness and

“intelligence"’ — and they had met 
a few other Presidents, and even 
“kings and queens.” _ 

As for science itself, the greatest 
impression was made by the “Uni- 
veraity of the Negev, perched in 
the ‘middle’ of the desert, and 
straining itself to tame the desert.” 
The second strongest impression was 
made by the Steinitz Marine Biology 
Laboratory in Eilat, and again the 
work here, like that at Beersheba, 
was strange, exotic and foreign to 
the Europeans, 


Hold their own 


As for the level of science in Is- 
rael, M. Sidet says that “if you 
skim off the cream of the scientists 
in France, England, Italy, or any 
Buropean country, and compare 
them to those we met in Israel, 
the Israelis can hold their own.” 
Moreover, the Israeli scientists were 
not “sclerotic,” frozen-faced and gi- 
ven to endless repetition of thelr lec- 
tures, year after year, regardiess of 
new advances. The Israeli profes- 
sors were open-minded and aware of 
what was going on. (This was es- 
pecially apparent in the Weizmann 
Institute where the “professors” 
often serve as personal mentors of 
the students.) 

But M. Sidet (and others) re- 
gretted that they had not been able 
to meet the second-echelon scten- 
tists, those who never make the 
headlines ‘even ff they publish ex- 
tensively in scientific publications), 
for they were the solid basis of the 
sclence of any country. And another 
regret was that they did not have 
enough chances to meet the Israeli 
students, both Jewish and Arab, from 
whose ranks future scientists would 
spring.

Elite German commando corps . 
ready to prevent another Munich

BONN (UPI). — 
\NE by one, elght men popped 
out of the helicopter and slid 
down through the rain on silken 
cords that slanted slightly in the 
wind. They vanished from view on 
contact with the ground, belly-down 
in the darkening meadow. 

Someone punched a _ stop-watch: 
eight seconds from first man out 
to last man down and gone. 

One of the commandos sighted 
down an infra-red gun-sight and 
split a three-cm. bull’s-eye more than 
300 metres off. 

‘Then someone pulled 2 pistol on 
someone else. A flashing hand chop- 
ped the gun away and thwacked 
the “assailant’s” throat — gently. 

“ff we had had such mastery 
over the art of silently o ver- 
ing ἃ man at Munich, then perhaps 
we could haye invaded the house 
on Connoilystrasse through the 
garage entrance,” said Hans-Diet- 
rich Genscher, the Interior Minister 
of West Germany. “That door was 
blocked only by guerrillas.” 

Recently, on a rain-soaked field 
outside Bonn, Genscher introduced 
the public to a new elite commando 
corps known simply, on bureaucra- 
tic organization charts, as “Federal. 
Border Defence Group 9."
